WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
showed little change from June 
to July, rising slightly from 5.2 
to 5.3 per cent, the government 
reported today. 
Unemployment has hovered 
between 5 per cent and 5.2 per 
cent since the beginning of the 
year. Ju ly ’s increase was not 
considered significant by the 
Labor Department. 
The relative stability in the 
employment situation was good 
news for the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration which had predicted in­ 
creases in the jobless situation 
this summer. 
The

chief 
economic coordinator, Kenneth 
Rush, told Congress Monday 
that President Nixon’s policies 
of economic restraint and budg­ 
et cuts were likely to cause the 
unemployment rate to move up 
to between 5.5 per cent and 6 
per cent by the yea r’s end.

The recent increases were a c­ 
counted for largely by women, 
the government said. 
Since April, the number of 
adult women in the labor force 
has increased by 800,000, while 
the adult male labor force rose 
by 140,000 and that of teen­ 
agers declined. 
Stability in the unemploy­ 
ment situation last month was 
reflected in the jobless rates re­ 
ported for most of the m ajor 
categories: married men, 2.6 
per cent; household heads, 3 
per cent; white workers, 4.8 
per cent; adult men, 3.5 per 
cent; adult women, 5.2 per 
cent; and teen-agers, 16.2 per 
cent. These rates were the 
same or nearly the sam e as in 
June, the government said. 
The jobless rate for blacks, 
at 9.4 per cent last month, also 
held steady.

Nixon seeks task force

WASHINGTON (AP) — P res­ 
ident Nixon asked Congress to­ 
day to establish a cost of living 
task force to monitor wage and 
price increases. 
The task force within the 
White House would be “an ong­ 
oing part of our fight against 
inflation,” Nixon said in a spe­ 
cial m essage to Capitol Hill. 
The task force would have no 
enforcement power and would 
not impose direct price and 
wage controls, a White House 
spokesman said.

Congress that “while I continue 
to oppose mandatory wage and 
price controls, it is essential

House to deliver 
documents related to the 64 
conversations, including notes 
made by Nixon, and his one­ 
time top advisers, H. R. Halde- 
man, John D. Ehrlichm an, and 
Charles Colson. 
Some of the notes made by 
Ehrlichman, Colson and Halde- 
man were turned over today 
along with a White House brief 
claiming that much of the m a­ 
terial should be withheld from 
Jaworski on grounds of execu­ 
tive privilege. 
The White House brief said 
the privilege is claimed for por­ 
tions which "a re not related to 
the subject m atter before the 
court.”

Park Board takes steps 
to formulate job policy

Hiring a recreational director after most of the sum­ 
mer programs have already been formulated has appar­ 
ently caused a few problems of administration in the Dix­ 
on Park District. 
Pat Jones, at Thursday night’s meeting at district 
headquarters, raised the subject. 
“Against the advice of Lloyd Swan (park superintend 
ent) and Allen Caskey (park consultant) we hired Rich 
Sedowski, our recreation director, w ithout outlining a job 
description,” Jones said, “ It’s no one’s fault but the 
board’s, We should have laid out the duties before we cre­ 
ated the job It puts Sedowski in the middle Swan got the 
programs going and then Sedowski cam e in to take over I 
think it’s time we sat down to structure responsibilities ” 
Jones said the area of sw imming lessons and events at 
the pool were the biggest concern He explained Sedowski 
had enough time on the job to be fam iliar with the opera­ 
tion and the board should establish policy. 
Jones was appointed, along with Ja ck Jordan, by 
President Ted Mason to a committee to study the situation 
and return recommendations to the board 
Migheil Construction Co was the low bidder on two 
park projects and J W (Ja c k ) Taylor offered the low bid 
on a third 
The bid openings concerned w ork on the north bank of 
the Rock River, to repair flood and storm damage. 
Migheil bid $2.466 to remove the trees which have top­ 
pled into the river along Page Drive, along with stump re­ 
moval there and at the various other parks The other bid­ 
der was Moore Tree Service, Sterling, at $3.760 


Migheil was the only bidder on a project to haul shot 
rock and repair the nverbank behind the tennis courts 
near the high school The bid was for $550 
A third project, repairs to the river bank between the 
dam and the Galena Avenue Bridge, went to Taylor on a 
bid of $1,112.50 Lohse Nursery at $1,420 and Migheil at 
$1,870 were the other bidders. Low bids were approved on 
the three projects 
Swan said BF Hiline of Rockford, the contractor on 
the Reynolds Field lighting project, anticipated at least a 
six-week delay in repairing storm damage to the system 
After hearing a report from John Curnutte. Reynolds 
Field supervisor, the board voted to cancel the Park Dis­

F Dis ma ntling France 's wire ta p s y s te m 
n 
By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
PARIS— President Valery Gis­ 
card d’Estaing annou nced on taking 
office that he wou ld pu rge France of 
wiretapping and destroy the accu ­ 
mu lated tapes. Behind the scenes, 
howev er, D’estaing is now pu rging 
the highly secret SDECE (Serv ice 
de Docu mentation Ex térieu re et de 
Contre-Espionage)—for reasons he 
has priv ately made clear to Presi­ 
dent Nix on. 
Official “listening-in” was a wind 
that nev er died in this cou ntry ; its 
paper work alone is enou gh to create 
an artificial snowstorm. 
Here in Paris the secret “listen­ 
ing in” sy stem is condu cted from a 
v ast, b arred series of b asements in 
the Inv alides, the site of Napoleon’s 
tomb . There it is manned b y an in­ 
terdepartmental grou p. 
This grou p consists of the French 
Secu rity Police (DST), the Brigade 
Criminelle of the Police Ju diciaire 
the antiriot sq u ads of the Compa­ 
gnies Répu b licaines de Sécu rité, 
known to ev ery Frenchman as the 
CRS, the Gendarmerie Nationale, 
the military representativ es and the 
SDECE. 
The SDECE is directly u nder the 
Minister of the Interior, prev iou sly a 


Gau llist. D’Estaing—tall, thin, con­ 
sciou sly elegant, calm, poised and 
somewhat icy —serv ed in Gau llist- 
dom inated gov ernm ents for 11 
y ears. Bu t he b roke with De Gau lle 
and is not a Gau llist. In fact, D’Es- 
taing won the Ely see Palace b y first 
defeating on May 5 the Gau llist pres­ 
idential candidate, former Premier 
Jacq u es Chab an-Delmas. 
The SDECE is hou sed in a gu arded 
complex of drab b u ildings off the 
Bou lev ard Mortier near the Porte 
des Lias in northeast su b u rb an P ar­ 
is. And it was, among things, the 
employ er of former agent Roger de 
Lou ette. 


A peb b le cast into a pool will rip­ 
ple. How little? How mu ch? 
Su ch agents are known in France 
as the “Barb ou zes” (Bearded Ones) 
b ecau se of their u ndercov er role. 
Bu t De Lou ette was arrested in New 
Jersey . 
Ou r FBI seized him on dope-ped­ 
dling charges and he implicated Col. 
Pau l Fou rnier (a professional alias) 
at the SDECE Paris headq u arters. 
Ou r Department of Ju stice made 
the case (Federal) against Colonel 
Fou rnier b u t the Pompidou gov ern­ 
ment, which preceded President

WASHINGTON (LEN S)-B efore 
the Watergate scandals monopolized 
all attention, the Administration was 
b lowing the tru mpet for its “new 
federalism.” 
In langu age reminiscent of Gov . 
George Wallace, President Nix on 
was b ashing the faceless b u reau ­ 
crats of Washington and promising 
to retu rn “power to the people.” 
The fou ndation of this operation 
is general rev enu e sharing; Mr. 
Nix on, with an historical flou rish, 
took himself off to Independence 
Hall in Philadelphia in Octob er, 
1972, to sign the state and local fiscal 
assistance act, which parcels ou t to 
states and local gov ernment $30 b il­ 
lion in federal rev enu e ov er fiv e 
y ears with few or no strings at­ 
tached. 
It was welcomed b y all local offi­ 
cials, b u t there were, nev ertheless, 
some foreb odings that this money 
wou ld b e u sed to keep tax es down, 
pay for police and fire serv ices, 
b u ild golf cou rses, swimming pools 
and the like, and that little wou ld 
find its way to social serv ices for the 
poor. 
Some critics ev en saw it simply 
as a reward for the rich, white su b ­ 
u rb s that did Mr. Nix on prou d at the 
polls in Nov emb er, 1972. 
Hav e these fears b een realized? 
Sen. Edmu nd Mu skie (D-Me.), long 
a su pporter of general rev enu e shar­ 
ing in principle, has recently b een 
u sing his su b committee on intergov ­ 
ernmental relations to take the first 
detailed look at the way the program 
has worked. So far nearly $13 b illion 
has b een disb u rsed, althou gh v ery 
mu ch less than this has actu ally 
b een spent. The recipients hav e two 
y ears to decide what to do with the 
money . 
The major conclu sion was pre­ 
dictab le. The v ast majority of the 
38 ,000 states, cities, cou nties, Eski­ 
mo v illages and Indian trib es hav e 
u sed their federal fu nds to keep local 
tax es down, or keep them from go­ 
ing higher than wou ld otherwise b e 
possib le, or to cu t tax es. 
To many this seems a misu se of 
federal money , giv en the present 
prosperity of the states. The idea of 
rev enu e sharing was first pu t for­ 
ward b y Democratic economists in 
the 1960s, at a time when the federal 
gov ernment had a b u dget su rplu s 
and the states were strapped for 
cash Now the tab les are tu rned; in 
the last fiscal y ear all b u t two states 
were in the b lack—some, like Cali­ 
fornia, v ery comfortab ly so. 
Bu t the cities are still in b ad 
shape, and the states owe their pres­ 
ent su rplu ses to the constant in­ 
crease of local tax es. Many of these, 
like sales and property tax es, hit the 
poorest hardest 
An original aim of the framers of 
rev enu e sharing was to u se federal 
rev enu es, deriv ed mainly from tax ­ 
es on personal and corporate in­ 
comes, to redu ce the need for re­ 
gressiv e state and local tax ation 


Senator Mu skie, for one, rates this a 
proper u se of rev enu e-sharing mon­ 
ey 
Apart from taking the place of 
tax money raised locally , the highest 
proportion of the federal fu nds, 25 
per cent, is b eing u sed for edu cation, 
23 per cent for pu b lic safety (police 
and fire protection), 15 per cent for 
pu b lic transport and only ab ou t 
three per cent for social serv ices. 
A lot of money is going into capi­ 
tal ou tlay s, “b ricks and m ortar” 
projects, b ecau se local officials say 
that they are worried ab ou t the pre- 
manence of the scheme and there­ 
fore do not want to cou nt on rev enu e 
sharing to meet recu rring ex penses. 
Critics claim that this b ias div erts 
money from social serv ices. The so­ 
cial serv ices are not gaining from 
fu nds dev oted to operating ex penses 
either; 5 8 per cent of these go for 
pu b lic safety . 
All these official figu res shou ld 
b e taken with sev eral.grains of salt. 
For ex ample, rev enu e-sharing mon­ 
ey can b e u sed to pay police salaries 
which then frees police money for 
other u ses and the General Accou nt­ 
ing Office admits that there is no 
way of checking u p on those other 
u ses. Nor is there any means of 
checking whether that “freed” mon­ 
ey complies with federal anti-dis­ 
crimination and civ il rights laws. 
That general rev enu e sharing is 
still widely popu lar was clear at the 
recent national gov ernors confer­ 
ence in Seattle. Althou gh Gov . Mil­ 
ton Shapp of Pensy lv ania called it 
“the b iggest pu b lic relations sham 
perpetrated in recent y ears,” more 
gov ernors agreed with Gov . Daniel 
Ev ans of Washington that states 
preferred to b e “u nfettered with re­ 
strictions so niggling as to constant­ 
ly inv ite harassment from federal 
fu nctionaries.” 
Bu t Rep. John Brademas of Indi­ 
ana, a Democratic whip and a strong 
su pporter of social serv ice pro­ 
grams, warned the gov ernors that, if 
the Nov emb er elections pu t a larger 
nu mb er of Democrats in Congress, 
rev enu e sharing cou ld come u nder 
heav y fire nex t y ear. 
Many Democrats are already in­ 
censed ab ou t the pau city of general 
rev enu e-sharing 
money 
reaching 
the aged, infirm and handicapped. 
They hav e taken some of their fru s­ 
tration ou t on Mr. Nix on’s plans for 
special rev enu e-sharing programs 
in edu cation, commu nity dev elop­ 
ment and transport which are all 
stu ck in Congress. 
Memb ers of Congress of b oth 
parties are dead set against a pro­ 
posal b y the gov ernors that general 
rev enu e sharing b e financed b y a 
fix ed percentage of the federal in­ 
come tax , so making its fu nding 
semi-au tomatic. Congress feels it 
has su rrendered q u ite enou gh power 
to state and local gov ernments al­ 
ready and is not disposed to let go of 
the pu rse strings entirely . 


d’Estaing, refu sed to allow Colonel 
Fou rnier to testify . Ev en the inter­ 
v ention of the American Amb assa­ 
dor to France, who offered to take 
the deposition in Paris, cou ld not 
b u dge France’s Minister of Interior. 
To ou r Department of Ju stice this 
ou tright refu sal was inex plicab le. 
Moreov er, the FBI alleged a connec­ 
tion b etween Colonel Fou rnier and 
not the Mafia, b u t the Union Corse, 
the b iggest organized crime grou p in 
France—older and more dangerou s 
than the Mafia. 
The Union Corse is a b rotherhood 
of Corsicans, the ex panded descend­ 
ants of the Brothers of Ajaccio (Cor­ 
sica’s capital), the sons of the v en­ 
detta. Nev er hav ing migrated to 
America or elsewhere like the Ma­ 
fia, they hav e av oided the pu b licity . 
Bu t they ru n Marseilles and most of 
the sou th of France and spread their 
tentacles far north and into Paris. 
Colonel Fou rnier was an ardent 
Gau llist. So were the ranking offi­ 
cials in the French Ministry of Inte­ 
rior. And twice the followers of Gen­ 
eral de Gau lle hav e allied them­ 
selv es with the Union Corse and re­ 
warded it. 
The Union Corse helped De 
Gau lle’s landing in sou thern France 


arid helped him again against Alger­ 
ian settlers and the rev olting French 
Army officers, which made it possi­ 
b le for De Gau lle to leav e the wilder­ 
ness and retu rn to power. 
Some Union Corse strong-arm 
memb ers later joined the Gau llist- 
dominated SDECE. This created 
complex and sometimes em b arrass­ 
ing situ ations ev en for President 
Pompidou , a Gau llist. 


Ou r FBI fu rther alleged a con­ 
nection b etween Colonel Fou rnier, 
the SDECE, the Interior Ministry 
higher-u ps and a Gau llist memb er of 
Parliament, Edou ard Charret, the 
political b oss of Ly on, France’s sec­ 
ond largest city . 
Depu ty Charret was inv olv ed in 
what the French call “L’affaire de 
Ly on.” In it three influ ential French 
politicians and 17 others were ar­ 
rested as a resu lt of a b rothel scan­ 
dal, b rib e-taking, the su spicion of 
mu rder and su spected heav y in­ 
v olv ement in the international dope 
traffic. 
This ghastly traffic deeply im­ 
pairs U.S.-France relations: D’Es- 
taing, in pu rging the SDECE, has 
told President Nix on that he will 
correct this impairment. 


Sc a rle t le tte r, 
Army s ty le

WASHINGTON (NEA)— When 
Ev erett Rob erts was 20 he made a 
mistake. Unfortu nately , he was in 
the U.S. Army at the time. What he 
did, on two occasions, was leav e his 
u nit withou t permission to go to the 
aid of a pregnant girl friend. 
For this he was giv en a life sen­ 
tence: an Undesirab le Discharge 
from serv ice. 
There is no deny ing the seriou s 
natu re of Rob erts’s offense. Disci­ 
pline is the linkpin of an effectiv e 
military force; the Army wou ld b e 
zip if it cou ld not control the wherea­ 
b ou ts of its memb ers. 
Yet, fiv e y ears after the fact, it’s 
q u ite apparent to those who know 
Rob erts that his pu nishment was far 
more harsh than his crime. A b right, 
amb itiou s sort who serv ed an u n­ 
b lemished y ear’s comb at du ty in 
Vietnam (where he won the Pu rple 
Heart), he is nonetheless ineligib le 
for GI b enefits, has not b een ab le to 
get a decent job and thou gh he wants 
mightily to b ecome an electrical en­ 
gineer, he knows that the indelib le 
“X” on his forehead will prob ab ly 
prev ent it. 
“ How long,” he asks, “how long 
do I hav e to pay for it?” 
There are increasing nu mb ers of 
others with social conscience asking 
the same q u estion. There are more 
than two million v eterans in Ameri­ 
ca stigmatized with less than honor­ 
ab le discharges, almost 600,000 from 
the Vietnam era. What a few of them 
did was u gly and intolerab le: mu r­ 
der, rape, assau lt. What the majori­ 
ty did was less offensiv e: incorrigi­ 
b ility , hy peractiv ity , disob edience. 
And what some did has hardly 
any thing: homosex u ality or imma­ 
tu rity or “personality dev iation.” 
Whatev er the offenses or alleged of­ 
fenses, many ob serv ers now b eliev e 
they all deserv e a second chance. 
Me, to. 
The second chance, howev er, is 
distressingly difficu lt to ob tain for 
most. Thou gh Congress has estab ­ 
lished a legal procedu re to u pgrade 
b ad discharges, the military has ad- 
ministere it with a relu ctance that 
b orders on v engeance. 
The serv ices b eliev e, as did the 
Hu ns no dou b t, that the threat of b ad 
discharge keeps the troops dressed 


right. Thu s the Army , in particu lar, 
has scarcely b een lib eral in its for­ 
giv eness. In fiscal 1973, as ex ample, 
the Army u pgraded only 478 of 4,474 
b ad discharge cases rev iewed. 
Natu rally the military denies in­ 
tent. It say s mu ch of the reason for 
the low rate of discharge u pgradings 
that relativ ely few v eterans with 
b ad discharges apply for rev eiw. “If 
more applied more wou ld su cceed.” 
Bu t su ch rationale ignores the 
m ilitary m andated 
difficu lties 
of application. Each serv ice has 
a discharge rev iew b oard, b u t only 
in Washington. Veterans may apply 
for rev iew b y mail u sing Red Cross 
assistance b u t the hard fact is that 
personal attendance is most pru ­ 
dent. So a fellow who is seriou s ab ou t 
u pgrading his discharge mu st trav el 
to Washington, hire a lawy er and 
forfeit day s or ev en weeks of time. 
This may b e fine for a Du Pont b u t 
few v eterans can afford the req u ire­ 
ments. 
There is at present a b ill in the 
Senate which wou ld adju st this situ ­ 
ation somewhat. California’s Alan 
Cranston wants Congress to estab ­ 
lish discharge 
rev iew 
b oards 
throu ghou t the nation. He also wish­ 
es to compensate hardship v eterans 
for rev iew ex penses. A nob le try , b u t 
a deficient one. Making it easier for 
a v et to appear b efore a still v enge­ 
fu l military rev iew wou ld b e nau ght 
b u t a hoax . 
Instead, the idea shou ld b e to re­ 
mov e the military mentality entirely 
from a v eteran’s civ ilian life. To this 
goal, Rep. Les Aspin D-Wis ), echo­ 
ing the v oices of many , is now call­ 
ing for an end to the serv ice practice 
of discharging men according to de­ 
portment (Honorab le, General, Un­ 
desirab le, Bad Condu ct, Dishonora­ 
b le). The wish is to hav e a single dis­ 
charge designation for all, good rec­ 
ord or otherwise. 
This single discharge statu s 
wou ld not wipe a dirty record clean. 
A man’s offenses wou ld continu e to 
b e in his file. Bu t the present prac­ 
tice of life-long b lanket stigmatiza­ 
tion wou ld end. It seems only fair. 
The American way is to accept a 
man like Ev erett Rob erts for what 
he is now, not for what he was or was 
alleged to hav e b een at some other 
time.

In Ho lly ­ 
wo o d p arlan ce a d isaster is a 
mo v ie that flo p s bad ly . Irwin 
Allen , the man who gav e u s 
“Po seid o n ” an d is n o w mak in g 
“The To werin g In fern o ,” p re­ 
fers “crisis” as the gen eric 
term to d escribe these films. 
OK, crisis mo v ies. At the mo ­ 
men t, “Earthq u ak e” is in the 
ed itin g p ro cess. “The To werin g 
In fern o ,” abo u t a fire in a 
bran d -n ew sk y scrap er, an d 
“Airp o rt 19 75 ,” abo u t an o ther 
d an gero u s ad v en tu re in the 
sk y , are bo th abo u t to fin ish 
sho o tin g. An d there are mo re 
“crises” in the p lan n in g stage, 
in clu d in g a seq u el to “Po sei­ 
d o n " which has the su rv iv o rs o f 
that ship n o w trap p ed in a tu n ­ 
n el clo sed by a mo u n tain lan d ­ 
slid e. 
Allen , who may be called the 
father o f the cu rren t tren d , has 
so me $33 millio n in v ario u s cri­ 
sis p ro jects in the wo rk s. On e o f 
tho se is “The Day the Wo rld 
En d ed ,” abo u t the eru p tio n o f 
Mt. Pele o n Martin iq u e in the 
early 19 00s, a tru e “crisis” 
which k illed so me 35 ,000 p eo p le. 
There seems to be sev eral 
facto rs which an y o f the crisis 
films n eed fo r su ccess. The 
first, o bv io u sly , is the crisis it­ 
self—so me grim ev en t which 
p laces the cast in mo rtal jeo p ­ 
ard y . The seco n d is in cred ible 
sp ecial effects, the art at which 
Ho lly wo o d has alway s ex celled . 
The third is a cast o f majo r 
stars, man y p lay in g relativ ely 
min o r ro les. 
These facto rs co mbin e to 
mak e this ty p e o f mo v ie ex p en ­ 
siv e, at least in co mp ariso n to 
mo st films to d ay . “The To wer­ 
in g In fern o ” is bu d geted at o v er 
$12 millio n , mak in g it p o ssibly 
the mo st ex p en siv e mo v ie in a 
d ecad e. 
It is, ho wev er, u n iq u e in Ho l­ 
ly wo o d histo ry in that two stu ­ 
d io s—W arn er Bro thers an d 
2 0th Cen tu ry -Fo x —are co -p ro ­ 
d u cin g an d , thu s, bearin g the 
co st between them. This came 
abo u t when each stu d io bo u ght 


a bo o k (“The To wer” an d “The 
Glass In fern o ” ) with basically 
the same sto ry , they d ecid ed 
su ch co m p etitio n wo u ld be 
harmfu l to bo th, go t to gether 
an d d ecid ed to mak e o n e big 
mo v ie.

are stars—Richard Chamber- 
lain , Fred Astaire, Jen n ifer 
Jo n es, Ro bert Vau ghn , Ro bert 
W agn er. They d o n ’t co me 
cheap . 
“Airp o rt 19 75 ,” the o ther o n e 
cu rren tly bein g sho t, has an 
eq u ally large an d star-stu d d ed 
cast—Charlto n Hesto n , Karen 
Black . Geo rge Ken n ed y , Glo ria 
Swan so n an d o n an d o n . 
This o n e is abo u t a n ear-d is­ 
aster (o r n ear-crisis) in the sk y , 
when a 747 co mes to grief. A 
su bstitu te p ilo t is d ro p p ed in to 
the shattered co ck p it fro m a 
helico p ter, in the film’s mo st 
d ramatic mo men t. 
Miss Swan so n ex p ressed a 
d o u bt as to whether su ch a hap ­ 
p en in g wo u ld be p o ssible, in 
what p asses fo r real life. 
“Glo ria,” Hesto n said , “It is 
p o ssible. Did y o u ev er d o u bt 
that I p arted the Red Sea?”

When 
it was d ecid ed to mak e an “Air­ 
p o rt” seq u el, the sto ry was 
there. 
Lik e all the o thers, it seems 
assu red o f su ccess. Fry e say s 
that to d ay , mo n ths befo re it is 
ev en read y to be sho wn , it has 
firm bo o k in gs in 40 majo r cit­ 
ies, sight u n seen . This is v ir­ 
tu ally u n heard o f in the mo v ie 
bu sin ess where ex hibito rs are 
trad itio n ally v ery sk ep tical. 
Why d o es the p u blic seem to 
go bble u p crisis mo v ies? There 
are sev eral reaso n s su ggested . 
Fry e ad v an ced the theo ry 
that the p u blic lik es these mo v ­ 


ies to d ay as su bstitu tes fo r the 
sp ectacles (DeMille, etc.) Ho l­ 
ly wo o d u sed to mak e. 
“Yo u can ’t affo rd to mak e a

Congress considering 
UHF legislation 


In response to a campaign 
spearheaded by the Christian 
B roadcastin g 
Network, 
a 
resolution has been introduced 
in the House of Representatives 
establishing October as U.H.F. 
Television Month. 
The resolution has been in­ 
troduced by Congressman G. 
William Whitehurst (R-Va.) 
The Christian Broadcasting 
Network, which owns and oper­ 
ates three U.H.F. TV stations 
and syndicates its program ­ 
ming on more than 1 2 others, is 
associated with the National 
Committee For U.H.F. Televi­ 
sion. This organization aim s to 
better inform the public of the 
simplicity of tuning in U.H.F. 
stations 
and encourage 
the 
government, the TV industry 
and 
the 
m edia 
to 
better 
promote the concept of U.H.F. 
television to the general public. 
In making the resolution, 
Congressman Whitehurst said 
he hopes his measure will en­ 
courage those who have not 
viewed U.H.F. television pro­ 
gramming to do so. 
Whitehurst made the resolu­ 
tion in response to a campaign 
headed by Scott Hessek, C B N. 
Network R elations D irectR 


AND President of the National 
Committee for U.H.F. televi­ 
sion. 


Hessek says the committee 
has been pressing for national 
recognition 
because 
a 
significant number of persons 
in the United States do not know 
how to tune U.H.F. stations on 
their TV sets. He claim s this 
condition exists because, in the 
past, little public information 
about U.H.F. TV has been 
disseminated by the govern­ 
ment, industry, manufacturers, 
retailers and the media to the 
general public. 


Hessek added that figures 
about 
U .H .F. 
penetration 
published by the rating services 
are often misleading. While 
they show that more than 8 5 per 
cent of all 
the 
households 
across America have U.H.F. 
capability, they do not show 
that between 15 and 4 0 per cent 
of these households do not tune 
in U.H.F. Channels because the 
viewers don’t know how to tune 
in to U.H.F., or assum e it’s too 
difficult. 
He says “ We’re hopeful a na­ 
tional campaign will 
better 
inform the public.”

HOLLYWOOD (N EA )— OK, 
Archie and Maude and all you 
other free-wheeling characters, 
what are you going to do for an 
encore? 
You’ve been assaulted and 
aborted, drugged and slugged, 
raped and taped. You’ve done 
shows about promiscuity and 
bigotry and homosexuality and 
syphilis and virtually evei^ 
aberration known to the civil­ 
ized world. 
What’s next? What’s ahead 
for television? What more can 
the shows show? 
The consensus of educated 
opinion in Hollywood seems to 
be that the current trend of per­ 
missiveness has gone about as 
far as it can—or will—go. There 
may be some further loosening 
in the area of what language 
will be acceptable on the home 
screens—although not much— 
but, other than that, don’t look 
for much more. 
“ I don’t see much liberaliza­ 
tion beyond today,” says Tom 
Kersey, director of ABC’s West 
Coast Department of Broadcast 
Standards and Practices. “ We 
do not, and will not, allow any 
X-rated movies, period. 
“ In the area of language, 
however, we’re moving. Ihe 
viewers today will accept a 
‘hell’ or a ‘damn.’ Even here, 
however, I doubt we’ll go much 
further.” 
The feeling is that television’s 
permissiveness has marched 
along at about the same ca­ 
dence, although a few steps be­ 
hind, the other forms of art— 
books and motion pictures. 
“ The networks are matur­ 
ing,” says producer Doug 
Cramer, “ and refelcting a na­ 
tional attitude which began 20 
years ago in books, 10 years ago 
in movies and recently in TV. 
It’s peaked in books, peaking in 
movies and about ready to peak 
in TV.” 
Cramer made last season’s 
“ Bridget Loves Bemie” which, 
he says, showed a married cou­ 
ple in bed for the first time on a 
regular basis. He says they re­ 
ceived “ absolutely no mail” 
about that aspect of the show. 
Norman Lear, the man be­ 
hind the shows “ All In the Fam ­ 
ily,” “ Maude” and “ Sanford & 
Son” which have been responsi­ 
ble for the greatest changes in 
what’s acceptable on TV, thinks 
it’s wrong to wonder about what 
the future holds in specific 
terms. 
“ Instead of looking for what’s 
next to be shown on TV,” he 
says, “ I ’d prefer to look at how 
our horizons are expanding. 
The networks are now willing to 
take a chance. 
“ Take ‘That Certain Sum- 


mer,’ a wonderful TV movie 
dealing 
with homosexuality. 
Link and Levinson, the produc­ 
ers, say it never could have got­ 
ten on except for what we’ve 
done. 
“ Maybe, just maybe, nobody 
would have given two hours to 
‘The Autobiography of Miss 
Jane Pittman’ four years ago. 
It owes nothing to what we’ve 
done—except that the audience 
is desirous and curious about 
experiences the networks never 
guessed about until we came 
along.” 
Lear and his shows, and other 
shows, have certainly widened 
horizons. And he scoffs at sug­ 
gestions that protest mail 
shows that there are a lot of 
people who preferred their ho­ 
rizons to be narrower. 
One recent episode of All In 
the Family dealt with the ef­ 
forts of Gloria (Sally Struthers) 
to get Mike (Rob Reiner) to go 
to bed with her. The show pro­ 
duced a hefty mail response 
and much of it opposed to the 
show. Lear says it’s still a drop 
in the bucket. 
“ The more you hear from 
people,” he says, “ the more 
you know you are giving them 
good theater. People who write 
in outraged have been reached 
and touched. That’s good thea­ 
ter.” 
What’s ahead? Pretty much 
what we’ve been seeing lately. 
Lear says the subject of incest 
has come up in story conferenc­ 
es, and perhaps other shows 
have been toying with other 
controversial themes. 
But basically, TV has gone 
about as far as it will go. 
(N EST: TV’s Double

'Italian' film biggies 
scurry to Hollywood 


By DICK KLEINER 
HOLLYWOOD (N E A )- Hol­ 
ly wood is bu sier these day s 
than it has been for some y ears 
Bu t one city ’s “bu sy ness” is 
another city ’s disaster. While 
Holly wood is now prospering 
again, things are tou gh for the 
mov ie folks in Eu rope. 
I sat in the W arner Bros, 
com m issary with Harv ey Ma- 
tofsky and we talked abou t 
Rome. Matofsky was, for 10 
y ears or so, one of the biggies in 
Italian mov ies, an American 
who was almost an ex patriate. 
The big qu estion, then, was 
why did Harv ey Matofsky come 
back home? 
“1 was there when the bu bble 
got big,” he said, “and I was 
there when it bu rst. It’s bu rst 
now.” 
So he’s come back to Holly ­ 
wood to m ake films. He’s got 
one ou t now —he produ ced 
“Zandy 's Bride,” with Gene 
Hackman and Liv Ullmann— 
and anoth er one com ing— 
“ Face to the Wind,” with Cliff 
Potts. 
Matofsky has giv en a lot of 
thou ght to why the Eu ropean, 
and, in particu lar, the Roman 
bu bble bu rst. For a while there, 
it looked like ev ery thing was 
being m ade in Eu rope, Rome’s 
Cincitta and other stu dios had 


their fair share. 
“The 
bu rsting.” he 
say s, 
“was becau se the American 
au diences got more sophisticat­ 
ed People shot ov er there to 
get the Eu ropean backgrou nds, 
the Roman locations. Bu t to­ 
day ’s American au diences hav e 
been there They ’v e v isited the 
Vatican. They ’v e been to Eu ­ 
rope 
“Now they want to see mov ­ 
ies abou t American people and 
American problems. The Eu ro­ 
pean v ogu e is past.” 
Matofsky say s that Holly ­ 
wood has once again become 
the center of the worldwide film 
indu stry . 
“ Holly wood is in,” he say s, 
“and the foreign cou ntries are 
ou t. Ev en Fellini (Italian direc­ 
tor Federico Fellini) has hinted 
to me that he may mov e away 
from Italy . He told me he'd like 
to do a film here. I’m working 
on a package now. for him to do 
a film with Du stin Hoffman 
here.” 
Matofsky say s this is the per­ 
fect time for him as an inde­ 
pendent produ cer to fu nction. 
He fou nd “Zandy ’s Bride” —a 
30-y ear-old nov el—and thou ght 
it wou ld m ake a great film. 
Then, one day . he was walk 
ing along the stre e t 
and 
bu mped into Gene Hackman.

Say ers was in this resort to 
be interviewed by Hornung on 
a sy ndicated television sports 
show, “Greatest Sports Leg­ 
ends,” and Van Buren jour­ 
ney ed down from his Phila­ 
delphia home Thursday night to 
attend a party in Say ers’ honor. 
Both Say ers and Hornung 
said they would cross the pick­ 
et lines if they still were play ­ 
ing.

W.J. Usery Jr., chief federal 
mediator, recessed the negotia­ 
tions for five day s Thursday 
amid charges and counter­ 
charges by the striking play ers 
and the owners. 
The NFL Play ers Association 
holds a news conference this 
morning to give what it called 
a comprehensive statem ent on 
the union’s position. 
Bill Curry of the Houston Oil­ 
ers, president of the associ­ 
ation, said the NFL Manage­ 
ment Council, the owners bar­ 
gaining agent, has not taken 
the union’s demands seriously . 
“We were asked for counter­ 
proposals which we subm itted,” 
he said after Usery recessed 
negotiations until 2 p.m. EDT 
Tuesday . “Then we were told 
they were not satisfactory , that 
they were not serious enough.” 
Usery recessed the negotia­ 
tions, begun on Monday after 
they broke down seven day s 
previously , because “an agree­ 
ment can ’t be consummated at 
this tim e.” 
And the duration of the strike 
seemed to be taking its toll in 
veterans’ sentiments, too.

“ I rem ember in ’54, the first game we play ed was against the 
other division of our league, the American Division; we were the 
National Division all-stars. The kids in the American Division were 
say ing they would cream us, y ou know, we’ll beat y our heads in, 
we’ll slaughter y ou guy s; I can remember right then and there ac­ 
quiring this killer instinct in m e, like, all right, they got big mouths, 
now we’re gonna go out there and destroy them; not beat them, 
destroy them. We did; it was twenty -three to nothing. 
“After that game, I had this great feeling of satisfaction, pure 
satisfaction, that we completely destroy ed this team that was going 
around say ing it was going to destroy us. Funny thing, the rest of 
that summer, during all of those all-star games, I had this killer in­ 
stinct in me, that I didn’t want to win, I wanted to destroy ; I don’t 
know if it was because we had lost the y ear before or w hat; but I re­ 
member going into those games with this feeling of kill, kill, instead 
of win, win. 
“So we got to Williamsport, and the first team we play ed in the 
World Series was the team from Lakeland; now, we had already 
heard that Lakeland had eliminated Birmingham, Alabama, the 
team that beat us in ’53. That gave us the killer instinct toward 
Lakeland; hey , we had to wipe out the team that beat the team that 
beat us the y ear before. We did; it was seventeen to nothing. But I’ll 
tell y ou, those games weren’t fun ; there was no fun to it at all. The 
pressure was unbelievable; y ou know, if I was ever going to get an 
ulcer, I would have gotten it then. It was an ulcer situation; one loss 
and y ou go home—that was the kind of pressure we were under. 
“It was especially tough because we lost the y ear before; we 
had this additional pressure on us to make sure we don’t blow the 
thing again. All that pressure, I think, gave us this killer instinct; 
it’s like, y ou know, we just can ’t go out there and play a game, we 
had to go out there and be as mean and as ruthless as we could; y ou 
know, we had a job to do, we had a mission to accomplish, and 
nobody , nobody , nobody , was going to prevent us from doing it. Our 
coach, Mike Maietta, he drilled that into our heads; I’d say we were 
the meanest bunch of kids in the tournament. 
“So then comes the championship game and (Billy ) Masucci’s 
pitching, and some guy from Colton slams a three-run home run off 
him late in the game; the nex t guy gets into the batter’s box and 
Billy lets him have it on the first pitch, right in the head. So every ­ 
body comes out of the Colton dugout to pick the kid up, and all kinds 
of confusion starts; I run in from center field to talk to Billy , to tell 
him to calm down, don’t get upset, we only need a couple more outs 
for the world championship. 
“I thought he might get flustered because of the home run and 
all the people showing concern for the kid he just beaned; but Billy , 
he’s real cool, he’s not upset at all. He say s to me, ‘What are y ou do­ 
ing here? Get outa here, y ou don’t belong here.’ So I trot back to 
center field, and Billy goes about his business like nothing hap­ 
pened. and he mows the rest of them down for the championship. 
Billy threw at the kid to intimidate the rest of the Colton team ; that 
was another of Mike’s tricks. 
“ He liked to intimidate other teams, make them come to bat 
scared. You know, Mike brainwashed us into thinking we had to de­ 
stroy other team s; that way , if we fell short, we would still win, 
any way . Like if we won three to nothing or something, we consid­ 
ered ourselves failures because we didn t destroy them; but Mike 
got what he wanted all along, that victory . 
"Now, during all those tournament games, 10 of them I think it
